This cow is one of the Holstein herd } 
of the Alberta department of agriculture.’ She is Camiele. 
Abberkerk Korndyke and is seven years old. Camiele | 
recently completed a 365 day milking test under Dom-! 
inion inspection: with 25,890 pounds of milk, 1132 pounds 
butter ; making her champion Holstein cow of the prai- | 
rie provinces. Her highest day was 105 pounds of milk 
(ten and one-half gallons.) Her highest month, October 
1921, was a daily average of 92 pounds (nine gallons and 
a quart. ).Her daily average for 365 days was a little over 
70 pounds, or seven gallons. This per formance is. remark- 
able, as it was made after giving birth to twin. calves, 
and also duning one of the driest summer seasons known 
in the district when pastures lacked in quantity and suc- 
culence. The cow was on pasture twice daily during. the 
summer months.’

In the fight against tuberculosis, an- 
nouncement is made by the Winnipeg 
Anti-Tuberculosis Soctety that a num- 
ber of local medical men and interest- 
ed citizens have banded together. for 
the purpose of purchasing a herd of 
goats for Winnipeg, so that babies in 
the city may be supplied with goats’ 
milk.
